We copy an extract fiom an article by 
Mr. Haliburton, wliicli it is to be hoped 
may have the effucl of calling attention ol 
t&e 'present defencoless condition of t!io 
British Provinces on this continent.

possessions in this quarter of the i;i(jhi!. ll 
was not alone in the policy and condui'i of 
the Frencti Government with rofan-nro lo 
the fislieries tliat tli<! proof of .sncii a di.'.si^n 
was to be toiiiid. The loi'tilicalioiis at St. 
Pierre, now dwelt on by .Mr. I-laiiburinn. 
callod forth a protest from the Leui>l,iti:;f 
of Ne «■ funiidlaiid, in a series of resoluiici;!- 
which we publi.slied in onr columns an 1 
commented on at that time. Tills islam!, 
along with the adjoi nl iig i.slaiui ni .Miijucloii. 
is held bv llic French under liii; Ucaiii's 
which aive lliein a liylit ii| fishery on cf\- 
laiu parts of the coast of NewfouiidlaHd. — 
' The erection of fortifications is strictly for- 
bidden by the treaty ; yet the French, in 
the face of this stipulation, liaving obtained 
permission, under .some pretext, id !a;ul a 
few giitis on the Lslaiui ot Si. i'n'rri'. hrivi' 
within ttie last two or three years ereclcd 
fortifications there which aie desciibed to 
us as being of quite a furinidable character. 

• As stated by Mr. llaUhtirton, they have aUo 
been quietly iniporiiiiga stock of coal from 
the adjoinint; provlrici! of N'ovri Scotia, for 
the supply not only iit llieii steam navy at 
the li.sherles, but alsri of their stations In tln^ 
West Indies. Thl.'* is evidently in acccir- 

• dance with the system which is bein;; 
generally pursued both at the arsenals in 
France and on foreign stations, for the ac- 
cumulation of an enormous stock of fuel far 
beyond what is necessary in time of peace, 
and therefore, as a matter of course, destined 
for warlike purposes. 

io'^We can'flOw untlersland the oLjoct of the 
French Government in seeking so eagerly 
to secure possession of one of tin; islands In 
the Straits of Belle Isle, a cQiicessioii which 
■was actually made to them by the extraor- 

, dinary Convention of 1857. Hy that deed, 

■ ■which was happily nullilied by the prompt 
and decisive action of the Newfoundland 
iLegislatare, the French were to have exci.u- 
eive right of landing on Little Belle Isle. 
This island, if fortified, as it donblle.ss would 
have been in a very short time, would have 
commanded the Straits of Helle Isle just as 
St. Pierre may now be said to cotniiiaiul the 
Straits of Carlisle, and thus llie French 
would have held both the northern and the 

r^'apcithern approaches to the Gulf of St Ls'w- 
rence. As it is, they hold the whole of the 
western side of Newfoundland facing the 
Gulf, and alihnugli their treaty In that (]uar- 
ter only authorise them to pursue the fishery 
at a certain season of the yeai, they have 
exercised, as our»reatlers are aware, what 
are practically sovereign rights, altogether 
antagonistic to those of the British (lovern- 
ment. Additional illustrations of this have 
recently come to our knowledge, and in par- 
ticular wo have learned that ihoy have so 
far assumed rights of property as to make 
■peoialjgranta of stations to fishing compa- 
nies. Two small islands on the southwest 
coast, and a promontory on the main shore, 
have thus been gifted to French subjects. 

To all intents and purposes the tinlf of 
St. Lawrence is already more French than 
British. Annually from Franco nearly thirty 

. thousand men proceed to those waters to 
.ioarry on lhi9";^fiaerie8j'<^D^ .tinder . a Jiberal 
bounty from their Goverrinienf to train sailors 
for the French Nf.vy. Besides the Froncli 
population of Lower Canada, the .sa.!no race 
js scattered though somewhat thinly, through 
the Eaatetn, BrpVinoes, with ■whom, as re-

aware from other sources of information, the 
ollicers of the French Navy have recently 
been cultivating friendly intercourse. The 

poor Acadians would not be of much service 

to an Invader, but taken in connection with 
the Calliolic iiilluence and the more nuiner- 
uii.s aiitl not quite so liegenerate I'rinu'li 
breed ol Lower Canadians, their existence 
helps to furnish . forth one of those Ideas 
which the memories of Louisburg and (inc- 
bec historically represent. Then, besides 
the French, there is the most daniieruns 
Irish Catholic ideinenl, which Is as liillo to 
bo depended on In the Piovinccs as In Ire- 
land. Nearly one-half the people of New-

ilo-w to make Butter in five Minntes 
without a Churn ! 



A cerri'spondiMit writing to the Scientific 
Aineiieaii, hi_;lily recommpiuls the follow- 
in:; reeiopt : Aflfir stralniiia; the milk, set 
il away lor about twelve hours, lor tin; 
cri aiii 10 "lise." (Milk dishes ought to have 
:;(iod strong handles lo lifl them t>y ) After 
standing as above, set the milk without 
di--!iirbin;; it. on the stove ; let il remain 
until yun (d)serve Ihi^ eoatiim el ere.uii oii 
the sui hice as.siiiiii; a wrinkled apj^e, nance, 
but bo careful it do.. s not luol. as .-hoiild 
this be the case the cie.ini v. ill mix w rdi 
milk and eaiiiiul again ba collected. Now 
»et it away till (juite cold, and then skim 
oil the cream, ini.xing with as little milk as 
piissible. When siiliiclent cioain Is I'ollect- 
ed, proceed lo in. ike it Inlo biilli.'r as lol- 
lows : Take a wooden bowl, or any suita- 
ble vessel, and having liist scalded and 
then rinsed it with cold spring water, place 
the cream into it. No'.v let the ojierator 
hold his hand in water as hot as (;aii be 
borne for a few seconds, then plunge it in 
cold water lor about ami lute, and at once 
eoninionc.e lo agilali.' Itie cieaiii by a gentle 
circular motion. In live miiiutos, or less, 
the butter will have come, when, of course. 
It must ho washed and salted according to 
las;o; and our correspondent guarantees 
that no better butter 0^11 be made by the 
be.sl cliiiin ever invented. 

To those' who keep but one cow, this way 
of making butter will be found really valu- 
able ; while quite as large a quantity of but- 
ter IS obtained as by the common mode, the 
skim-milk is much sweeter and palatable. 
In the suiniiier season It will usually bo 
found necessary to bring the in earn out of 
the cellar (say a quarter of an hour before 
cliuruing) to take the excessive chill oil : In 
winter, place the vessel containing the 
cream over another containing water to 
warm it; then continue to agitate the cream 
until the chill has departed. 

IJefore washing •the butter, separate all 
the milk yon possibly can, as the latter will 
be found o,\cellenl for tea-cake. Butter 
made in this manner will bo much firmer, 
and less oily in hot weather than when 
made in the ordinary way.

Our colonial politioians, however much 
and^ ' sharply^ they mny have differed, in 
soAo respects', 'during the reeeiit election 
struggle, have most harmoniously agreed in 
supposing,' that the question wliotiier Victo- 
ria would be ii fret: port, was one wliii'ii it 
was the provincii of tin; local Louisinture tn 
seltli). Kiio\viii<,-llii' iiiiialiilanls of tiii.s l.-,laiul 
tn bo unanimous in tln-ir ili sin> for the pi'i-- 
inaniMioii of tin; fi cc port systiMn, iM'i'iy raii- 
(iidato for thia sullra^e.-i of tlie peopUi prom- 
ised to yive his supiiorl to it. And it lias 
donblless lu'(!n guncrally expected that a 
bill eniboilying the wishea'of the people on 
this subject, would be one of the first mea- 
aures brought before ihe Colonial Assembly. 

In every conflict there is sure to be more 
or less?povv;der and ball;vFasted, and in this 
dB8^''^very'roUnd from'the free port battery 
seems to have been ilirown au-ny. Hardly 
is the election over, whua a vico-reijal pro- 
clamation is issued, wliich virtually tells tlie 
reprcsi'iitaiivos of tlie people xh-M^ I'-illi/ nithj 
by antliority of ller INlajesty's piinciprd Sec. 
retary of Statu for the Colonics, in pursuance 
of a rcconiniendalion Irom the I'rivy Coun- 
cil, Victoria is a free port, arul shall so re- 
main until otherwise determined by proper 
authority. 

Tlicro linger yet in our laws respecting the 
royal prerogative, a few traces of feudalism. 
One of tllSso is visible ! in the present in- 
stance. By' a'striotly literal construction the 
monarch has authority absolute in relation 
to ports that have neVor been subjected to 
legislation. The prerogative is conceded, 
and may In* exercise. 1, to dnchu'e what and 
wlioro ports shall be, whilst the Ciisfmns' 
Act delincs the rogulalions tiicrcto bc- 
lonciiin;. It has eouio to lie a sort; ul' sct- 
tloil principle, however, that in many cases, 
the rovid pror.i;j;ative is waived. J'spc- 
ci-ally is this so, Mhcrc its exercise w.mM 
Bconi to CMiillict with thu seir-;.':ovt!niin^' power 
gnarauteed to the people by the British con- 
stitution, llence, though it is the preroga- 
tive of tho crown to coin money and define 
its valuo,the Logislaturos of Canada and Nova 
Scotia have adopted tho dooinial currency, 

currency. A strict adiu'reiin.. to the exei- 
ciso of priirogativc, would have ref(Uii ed that 
the colonics just named, kIiouKI havi: pi'o- 
cecded, not by legislation, but by petition, in 
regard to the currenc\'. A j^raeiou.s recep- 
tion having been given (o their petition a 
royal proolamation would have followed suit, 
nffil'tWa tho new coinage authoriiod. 

Why it has boon thought necessary in tho 
pres'oni; 'instance, to despise n colony pos- 
sessing electoral rights and a local Legisla- 
ture, of a privilege estondcd to older colo- 
nioain.other cases, wo arc at a loss to con- 
'oetve.' • Possibly certain official despatches, 
and our correspondent's" letteis, not cal- 
culated to convey a vei'y exalle-d idea of the 
eniit!;ration to this eolmiy, may ha'. e imbice l 
tho enneliision, that our rcpr(;-eiiiatives are 
hardly 111 to be entrusteil uilh so impi, riant 
iUl il(MU uf lc;j,islati(!n, and therclcc it iim-t 
be cut and dried on the banks of the '1 hanies, 
and made an article of export. This Island 
may yet become famous for tho revival of 
obsolete Btatutes and dormant prcro;rati\ e~. 
Some distinction of this sort, was ac(iuiroil 
abont Jfpiwelyq^month ago, in counosion 
M'ith therpress, and it may be, that to keep 
us in a state of thorough Bubo"r3Tnation, a 
di'mon^iration of this kind may bo made 
aniuially.

Prussia Preparing. 

Prussia is cerlaiiily arming. She is pre- 
paring an arsenal of 400 rifle steol gnus 
loading at the breach, and e.\ploding at the 
zundnadd. Her army consists of 150,000 
men in active BerVioej;servin']**-thrBe years. 
Of these 40,000 men are^'dismissed yearly 
into the war reserve, which consists also of 
150,000 men. Thus Prussia, with her jjopu- 
lation of nearly eisjiiteen millions, lias an 
available army of 300,000 men, and raises 
40,000 recruits every year. She has, be- 
sides, a rifle corps of 10,000 men, whoso 
time of service is from 12 to 15 years. — 
There is also the Landwher of two avsgchoU 
and the Landsturm. This terriblo weii,'lit of 
arms however, has been found formiiinblo 
only to the nation wliicli supports it. It 
breaks down before it is tried. Twice with- 
in the last ten yeurs it has done so, and the 
call-tut made during the Italian war was 
eminently unsatisfaotoryj- Prussia, therefore, 
is arming herself on what she considers a 
more eflicient, but which does not appear 
to be a less burden.soino, military sy.-^tern. — 
The rifle corps is to bo raised to 50,000 men ; 
the rest of the standing army is to he in- 
creased ; 80,000 recruits are to be taken in 
' yearly, instead of 40,000. The number ol 
the adttlt m^le population liable to .serve aiul 
who come to the yearly lottery is 150,000. — 
Out of these the State used to claim her 
40,000, and now propose to doublo the ox- 
action. But even the reinaining 70,0no un- 
drawn recruits are not exempt. If the 
Landwher cavalry is to be abolished, tlu; 
regular cavalry is to be greatly increased, 
and cadres of infantry oflioera are to be form- 
ed for that reserve. 

All these preparations aiul auiiinentations 
must be for home work, i'ru.^sia doL-s not 
affect to fear Rusiia, which is •nternally in 
a state of convulsion, and is not likely to 
seolc, or, at least, for some years to come, 
any European quarrel. Moreover, I'russia 
has drawn near to Hus.sia in a. strict alliani-e, 
and the Pritice of I'russsia lia.s .•<ealed the 
intimacy by a per.fonal iiilcrchangi! of 
courtesies with the Czar at H.eslau. l.s 
this a preparation for an armed conti'st wiih 
Austria, or is it onlV'avannt of power, umlir 
the influence of which Prussia iriay pic^s 
on a revision of the Federal Coii.stilutinu lo 
her own advantage ? Austria has. iiult'cil, 
been, as usual. hiuij;lity aiiil uncnnciiialory. 
The common language of lier adherents lias 
been, that "there i.s nothing for it now but 
to put Austro-Germany against Prusso-Ger- 
many." But the power of Austria is no 
longer equal to her tone, 

The AsiiKS ok Coi.rMiii;s. — A i::it!n'(lrnl 
in Havana claims tlie honor of ,slinl [eriiii; 
the remains of the navigator. A recent tra- 
veler thus describes tin,' place : — A niiiral 
tablet in the choir, on which is a bust of the 
illustrious Genoese in alto relief, inlorm the 
public that all that is mortal of him reposes 
there; that whilst he has left the country he 
has discovered, to bo the hotno of prosper- 
ous millions, he has made a voyage to a still 
■ff more distant land, from which no traveler 
returns. One of the oliicers, who had an 
eye on business, during the service, pre- 
sented me with a card, telling the story of 
the hegira of these illustrious bones. Though 
Columbus died at Valle<lolid, in Spain, his 
^ remains were not peimitted to remain. They 
were first transporte{| to a Carthusian monas- 
tery, at Seville ; next they were reiiKive.l 
across the sea to .St. Dumi.-igo, ami liiiallv 
they were ilisinterred and brought to Hava- 
na* . Here-in 'lh'e'-i ■Antilles; with which the 
' discovery has renderei! his name immortal, 
and has so intimate a (roimerMioii. it is (iiiiui; 
that his dust .siiuiihl repose. 'I'iie laiul 
which his heroism revealed to an astonifhed 
and admiring world, may well afford him a 
place to sleep his long sleep. 

Early Editio.ns nr hi k IJiiii.k. — When 
so much was beini; saul about old copies of 
the Bible, a gentleman wrote to a niinistiir 
in Scotland for particular inlormatio:i on 
the subject. The following is the reply 
which he received 

The first edition of the Geneva Bible was 
printed at Geneva in 15(i0. EiL'ht years 
alter, it was printedin two volumes liolio ; 
and again at Geneva in 1570, folio : at Lori- 
■ don in folio and quarto in 1572, and in 1575 
and 1576 in quarto. <Thi; translators were 
A Bishop Coverdale, Anthony Gilby, William 
Whiitingham, Christopher Woodman, Thos. 
Sampson, and Thomas Cole ; to whom some 
add John Knox, John Bodleigh, atid .lohn 
PuUain ; all zealous Calvaiiists in both doc- 
trin and discipline;but the chief ami the most 
* learned of them were the throe lirst. .Mter 
the unremitting labor and study of moie 
than two years, they finished their transla- 
tion and published it. ()! tlii.s translation 
there were above thirty eilitioii.s in loliu, 
quaito, or octavo, mostly printed by the 
(iuoen's and King's printer, lietweeii the 
years 1560 and 11)16, editions of it were 
likewise printed at Geneva, Edinburgh, and 
Amsterdam. The edition m my possession 
was printed at London in IGIO. 

How TO siAKK Sausagks. — A correspon- 
dent at Shakespeare gives the following ac;- 
count of an invention which has come under 
his notice, and which, we think is equal to 

\ ianjr ofthoae already published : 

' "I observed in your valuable paper a list 
of now inventions whic h brings before my 
mind a successful 9.xperiment tried by one 
of my neighbors in tho art of making sausa- 
ges.

Fr.OGOINO IN THE /JEtjOT.ISH .AllMY. — 

The Duke of Cambridge, 'Confmander-in- 
Chief of the British Army, has just issuei 
an order which is virtually an aljolition of 
the punishment of flogging, heretofore much 
practiced in tho service. The floldieis on 
entering tho service are to bo clas.sifieLl in 
two classes, in the lirst of which they will 
not be liable to corporal punishment except 
for aggravated mutinous conduct in time of 
war. They will continue in the first class 
unles.1 ihoy commit certain crimes, for 
which they will be degraded to Ihe second 
class, in which they wvy bo suhjecleil to 
corporal punishment. Uriintorrupted good 
conduct for a year will transfer a soldier for 
the second time to a first olass. The plan 
is ingenious, and seems likely to accomplish 
its purpose and put an end to flogging, ex- 
cept for aggravated offences committed by 
incorrigible men.
